Sight & Sound

HOLLYWOOD   Probably 
no program this year has stir­ 
red up as much public contro­ 
versy as CBS' superbly writ­ 
ten and presented episode of 
the Defender, "The Benefac­ 
tor."

The vehemence of the con­ 
troversy over the program 
poses problems over and above 
the issue dealt with in t h e 
drama abortion.

The long range issue seems 
to be how television can raise 
itself above the simple, bland 
diversion so much of it is to­ 
day when a mature discussion 
of an important social problem 
evokes such violent reactions.

On the one hand many say 
TV and its snonsors are 
frightened of wrestling with 
serious issues, and on the 
other hand thousands wail bit­ 
terly when such things arc 
aired.

CBS REPORTS that 85 per 
cent of the response it re­ 
ceived from the public was 
favorable. This is sufficient 
testimony to the fact that the 
vast majority of Americans are 
willing, even eager, to see pub­ 
lic discussion of controversial 
issues woven into dramatic 
presentations.

Approving of the program 
and of CBS airing it doesn't 
necessarily indicate an individ­ 
ual's attitude toward the issue 

dealt with, but it docs indi- 
atc a willingness to sec a 
cal live issue come to TV.

THOSE WHO felt the play 
cstowcd approbation on a sin- 

but misguided abortion- 
st simply mis-read the entire 
rescntation in my estimation, 
ly feeling was that it intclli- 
cntly presented both sides of 
tie issue, and left us individu- 
lly to sort out our own atti- 
udes.

CBS is to be commended for 
xccllcnt handling of a diffi­ 
cult topic, and for showing the 
>rogram on closed circuit to 
ts affiliated stations boforc- 
tand. Each station then de 

cidcd If it wanted to air the 
episode In its own community.

ALMOST 170 stations carried 
it, while only eleven refused. 
In one instance a station de­ 
layed its telecast until 10 p.m. 
so that young people wouldn't 
be as likely to sec it.

I take it all as a sign of In­ 
creasing maturity on the part 
of the network and stations 
that timorous sponsors and a 
fear of hostile public reaction 
didn't deter them from bring­ 
ing us one of the season's best 
hours.

RECENT newspaper stories 
from England and Italy pose 
another interesting question 
for American television. In 
England the major tobacco 
companies have voluntarily 
agreed to withhold all t:igarotte 
advertising from the air waves 
until after 9 p.m. as a step to 
combat an increase in juvenile 
smoking. And from Italy 
comes the report that the 
Italian parliament has voted to 
outlaw entirely all tobacco ad* 
vertising.

In the United States well, 
over S05 million a year goes 
into TV cigarette advertising. 
Ale, beer, and wine account for 
more than $52 million in the 
coffers of networks and sta­ 
tions.

     
I CONTINUE to hear more 

and more public discussion 
about the possibility of some 
restraints on advertising such 
products on radio and TV, 
especially in the daytime and 
early evening. One can't help 
but wonder if substantial 
pressures for such modifica­ 
tions won't start to build up in 
the United States.

STEVE ALLEN will be back 
in his familiar late evening 
time period starting June 25, 
although this time not on a net­ 
work. Wcstinghousc Broad­ 
casting Co. has signed Alien 
for a 00-minutc nightly pro­ 
gram to bo syndicated to sta­ 
tions across the country. It'll 
be taped in Hollywood. Al­ 
though mostly comedy not un­ 
like his late show a few years 
back, he'll have more freedom 
to undertake some serious 
things he wasn't allowed to 
before.

TWO PROGRAMS which 
recently won honors from the 
National Assn. for Better 
Radio and Television as the 
best in their categories have 
now been consigned to obliv­ 
ion. Hcnncsscy, one of the 
most thoroughly delightful 
light comedies on the air, has 
been dropped, as has NBC's 
children's program 1,2,3 Go!
